the little town of Frankfort this morn- 
ing. The excilicg proceedings of the 
past few days seemed to have cooled 
down entirely and, if it were not for 
the fact that the boys in blue paced 
back and forth in front of the capitol 
building with guns on their shoulders, 
no one would have thought there was 
anything out of the ordinary going on. 
It was evident even be'ore the legisla- 
ture met for the last lime that there 
would be no legislation of consequence 
passed. The feeling between the demo 
era tic msjority of the senate and the 
republican majority in the house was so 
intense that all hope of agreeing upon 
anything was given up. 


Th'S morning a personal encounter 
that would certainly have resulted in 
the dea\h of one or both men had it 
not been for the intervention of Gen- 
eral Walt Hardin and others, occurred 
just outside the Capitol hotel. 
Colonel 
Gaithew was walking up to the hotel 
when he met Jack Chinn. Colonel 
Gaither said, ''How are you Jack," and 
was passing on when Chinn replied: 


"D—d you, don't you speak to me," 
and at the same time made a movement 
for his pocket. 


Before a weapon could be drawn 
General Hardin rushed in between the 
two men and succeeded ^in preventing 
a fight. Not before Colonel Gaither, 
however, had said to Chlon: 


"I am ready for you at any time, sir; 
it don't matter whether you speak to 
me or not" 


W. A. Dunlap, who was given Mr. 
Zauffman's seat in the house by that 
body, arrived in the city from Lexing- 
ton this xuurniDg. 
When asked if he 
would vote in the joint assembly, Mr. 
Dunlap said: "I will not, I am here on 
other business " 


Dunlap was sent for by 
Colonel 
Boyle, the republican 
nominee fcr 
United States senator, but he refused 
to yield to the republican instiuctions. 


^he house had another stormy be- 
ginning this morning. 
Mr. Barnett 
offered a resolution indorsing 
the 
action ¡of the governor in calling out 
the militia. 


Mr. Howard, of Butler, moved the 
previous 
question. 
In 
a moment 
almost every democrat in the house 
was on his feet demanding to be heard. 
The speaker luled that the previous 
question had been over ruled and 
speeches were not in order. 


This did not silence the democrats 
and at least a half dczc-n speakers were 
at it at the same time, in the greatest 
of confueion, duriog which bayonet 
rule, carpet baggers, soldiers, anarchy, 
cowardice and such 
epithets 
were 
throwii at the republicans. The reso- 
lution was adopted by a yea and nay 
vote of 51 to 45 


It has leaked cut that a meeting of 
the Blackburn democrats is to be held 
tonight, at which addresses are to be 
delivered by Senator Blackburn, Gen- 
eral Hardin, Colonel Jamfs and others, 
in which they will claim that the fact 
that no United States senator was 
elected at this session is a great victory 
for the Blackburn faction. The meeting, 
it is eaid, will be au opening of the free 
silver campaign in Kentucky. No doubt 
Governor Bradley will come in for a 
good share of the abuse. 


The report of the senate investiga- 
tion committee, according to Senator 
Goebel, will not be ready until after 
the joint session. 
It will be very 
lengthy, and will score the governor 
most unmercifully. One story has it 
that the committee will recommend 
that the Een&te fine the governor f500 
together with imprisonment for six 
months. That this is contemplated is 
shown by the remark ol a member of 
the committee a lew minutes ago. 
He 
said: "The committee has power to 
recommend such punishment as you 
have just suggested." The only thing 
that will prevent such a report being 
made is the fact that it is known that 
a number of democratic senators will 
not consent to vote for the resolution. 


The republicans had 
a red hot 
caucus in the court of appeals rooma 
last night. Besides the members of the 
two houses, there were many party 
mc-n present from out in the stute, and 
almost all the state ofBcials. Toe moat 
significant act of the caucus was the 
passing of a resolution unanimously re- 
questing the stats central comrailtfie to 
change the place of holding the state 
convention from Ltxington to Louie- 
ville. The speeches were warmly in 
condemnation oi Senator EronBton and 
his methods. 
While the resolutions 
do not show that that was the courH« 
taken, it is nevertheless true. 
A com 
mittee, consisting of Senators Jonc-s_ 
James and Stege, was appointed to cor- 
respond with the central coramittee. A 
number of leading republicans called 
on Governor Bradley this morning snd 
got his consent to change the place o' 
holding the convention. 


The joint session assembled today aa 
peaceably as yesterday. A feeling of 
better humor prevailed in the houBe, 
which was enjoyed by a number of 
ladies, who were allowed ior the nrst 
time since la^t Friday to enter the 
galleries. The doora were thrown wide 
open as on yesterday, and the same 
sight of the blue coats was witnessed 
in the corridors. While the clerks 
called the roll of both houses, the 
democrats failed to vote, and the roll 
stood sixty six present, The b;;Hot 
! was then OTd'ered fcr the latt ^otu in 


Kentucky general assembly at 12:17, 
without electing a succesEor to Senator 
Blackburn. 


As soon as the joint assembly had 
dissolved, many of Senator BJackburn's 
friends made a rush for the senate 
cloak room and began to shake the 
hand of the free silver 
champion. 
"Joe told a story and vvound up by 
saying that he had just begun his 
fight" 
Final arrangements were made 
for a meeting of B'ackburn democyats 
at the opera house tonisht. 
Senator 
Henry Martin said tho only reason the 
meeting was not held in the senate 
chamber was that it was guarded by 
militia. Isdicalions are that the legis- 
lature will not meet again until a late 
hour tonight. 


Kepresentative E T. Bsrnum eaid, 
after the joint session, that if the 
democrats had not re'usfd to vote 
today both James and Walton, the 
two expelled republican senators wculd 
have voted. 


Senator McChord, member of the 
senate 
investigating 
committee, is 
authority for the statement that the 
committee will not recommend either 
a fine or imprisonment of Governor 
Bradley, but they will score the execu- 
tive in strong language. 
Both houses 
have adjourned until 3 o'clock.

SENATORS BY D I R E ^ 
VOTE. 
Resolution for a ctiant^e to be Pressed 
by Mr. Alitcliell. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
17.—Senator 
Mitchell, of Oregon, is preparing his re- 
port in lavor oí an aaiendment to the 
constitution providing (or the election 
of United States senators by direct 
vote of the people. 
At its last meeting 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, by a vote of 6 to 4, ordered a 
joint resolution looking to a change in 
this particular to be reported to the 
senate. It is Mr. MitcheU'tí intention 
to press the resolution ior considera- 
tion. "Tüe house has once passed a 
similar 
resolution," 
eaid 
Senator 
Mitchell yesterday, "and I believe is 
ready to pass another. 
There is a very 
siroHg feeling in the senate in favor of 
the change, and Senator Palmer, of 
lilinois, and others are anxious to have 
the matter brought up. 
1 am satisfied 
we have io the senate a m/jjority in its 
t.-ivor, but whether or not we have the 
required two-thirds is iii doubt. 
We 
may have enougli voles to pass it, and 
if we have 1 believe the proposc-d 
tt,mendment will be ratified by three- 
fourths of the etatea in the manner re- 
quired by the conatitution."

FOR FOUR NEW BATTLE SHIPS. 
Important Additions to tbe Navy Are 
to be Becosnmended. 


WASHHLGTON, March 17.—It is stated 
on good authority that the naval affairs 
committee of tho house will recom- 
mend the construction of not fewer 
than four battle ships, to cost about 
14.000 000 each, and twenty fiVe torpedo 
boats to cost about I175.COO each. 
The 
committee tciay gave its attention to 
appropriationB for docks and will take 
up tbe eutject of additional vessels 
tomorrow. 


Three new dry docks—to be built at 
Algieis. L^.; Mare Island, Cal,; and 
Portsmouth, N. H.—will be provided 
for in the naval appropriation bill, in 
accordance with a vote taken by the 
house committee today. The cost of 
tho Algiers dock is limited to $800 000, 
nnd the two others to $525 000 each. 
The expenditure in the fiical year for 
which the bill provides is to be $100,- 
000 on each dock.

Father Sidley is an easy, yet forcible 
and fi uent speaker. His text for the 
sermon this morning was taken from 
the book of Hebrews: 
"Remember 
your prelates who have spoken the 
word of God to yoa, whose faith follow 
and be not led away by visions ànd 
strange doctrines." The first principal 
point in the sermon was that Si. 
Patrick was a pure man of God, selected 
by God to labor among the idolatrous 
people of Ireland, to dispel the dark- 
ness and give to them the light of 
God's word. His motives were of the 
best. He had a desire to sf rve God 
faithfully and he had tbe Divioe Lord's 
help. When a man ia chosen by God 
to do His service he is always equipped 
by Him with ihe virtues which.are 
necessary for the successful accomplish- 
ment of this woik. St. Patrick pcs- 
sesEed those viitues in an abundant 
degree. 
They were humility, meek- 
ness, submission and obedience to the 
will of God. St. Patrick followed the 
work to which he was èalled with the 
remarkable success which yoa have all 
heard recounted many a time. Hia 
love of God was always uppermost snd 
this gave him the strength and virtues 
which led him to BUCCPES. 
A S a result 
of St Patrick's teaching on the isle of 
tho sea the Irish people are, of all the 
nations on earth, the most steadfast in 
their religious belief.

then 
idolaters in Ireland by the effi)rt8 of 
St. Patrick that in the 1400 years since 
his work was done the faith has spread 
and become so deep-rooted year after 
year until now it is embraced by every 
true Irishman the world over. 
My 
friends, the world today has the same 
motive in worshiping God that St. Pat- 
rick had in his day. The gospel is the 
samer as it was then. We worship the 
same Divine Savior now that he wor- 
shiped then. The same salvation that 
St. Patrick preached then we preach 
now. Then why should we cot accept 
the faith in God? The same motives 
that caused St. Patrick to leave his 
home and become a missionary in a 
strange, almost savage land, should also 
cause us to work for the kingdom of 
God. The same virtues which were 
possessed by St. Patrick we must also 
possess. Father Sidley followed the 
career of St. Patrick during his work 
in Ireland, recounting many instances 
of his goodness and humility, and paid 
to his memory a beautiful tribute of 
words.

Intermtlngr Interview With tbe Bnr> 
ireon fVbo Had Cliaiqgre of Tli«t 
Department Daring the 
Bebelllon. 


(From the Cleveland Leader.) 


Learning that Dr. Banning, of Bos- 
ton, who had charge of the Department 
of Rupture during tbe rebellion, waa at 
the Forest City House, a representative 
of the Leader called upon him, and in 
reply to a request for information as to 
the nature, etc., of the disease—-the 
cure of which has made the doctor 
famous—he said: 


"Few, except the ruptured, have any 
idea of its inconvenience, and few even 
of 
ruptured appreciate the danger 
of such a condition, and the import- 
ance of securing the aid of the moat 
accomplished specialists for immediate 
safety and evèritual cure. 
liupture," 
continued the doctor, "is not. as is 
popular]^ supposed, a breaking through 
of the abdominal wall. 
There are 
natimi rings for the passage of certain 
cords. 
In rupture these rings, owing 
to strain, jolt or weight of the boweUt 
become enlarged, and the intestine 
descends first through the internal ring 
or the commencement ot the canal, and 
then through the canal through theex- 
tornai 
ring, at which point the patient 
becomes aware that he is ruptured. 
He seeks his physician, and the busy 
practitioner too frequently says, 'Go 
buy a truss,' not stopping to recall the 
fact 
the very best truss,, poorly 
adapted fio the case or badly adjusted, 
places the patient'« life in still greater 
jeoi^rdy. . It is generally supposed hy 
ruptured men that if they are wearing 
a truss that covers this lower opening, 
the rupture is held and they are safe, 
whereas the contrary is the case. 
The 
upper end of the canal or internal 
ring, 
where strangulation occurs, is 
still filled with intestine, and the truss 
in question is more apt to cause - tb'an 
to prevent the painful death by strangu- 
lated hernia. 


There are but few contingencies 
more common and dangerous than rup 
ture; it being, estimated that at least 
one in seven adults is so aifiioted, and 
yet it is a melancholy fact, that with 
all the invehtiye genies of this age, 
hitherto there has not been produced a 
hernial truss based upon proper prin- 
ciples, the trusses heretofore made be- 
ing clumsy contrivances, without the 
least lifting power; the inventors or 
manufacturers thereof being apparent- 
ly ignorant of anatomy and the laws of 
physiology. 
In all their trusses the 
principal object they have appeared to 
keep in view has been to ' plug up" 
the Hernia by strong pressure upon the 
external ineuinal ring, forgetting that 
by so doing they only caiise the breach 
to be morei extensive. 
Among the de- 
fects of thé ordinary truss of today we 
would mention: 


Ibt ' Total absence of any power to 
remove the proximate cause, viz., bowel 
weight. 


2(1. Ofring to absence of lifting 
power, greater pressure upon the exter- 
nal ring. 


3d. A pad so large, with pressure 
so great as injuriously to compress the 
spermatic cord. For, in addition to the 
absence of the lifting power, the large 
pad covering so much of the wall, calls 
for greater pressure to retain the Her- 
nia. 
Who, for instance, would attempt 
to stop the leak from a gimlet hole by 
placing over it the entire hand? If 
they did they would have to use great 
force to accomplish it ; but by putting 
the point of the finger over the aper- 
ture, a slight pressure would prevent 
the leak. 
So with Hernia, the smaller 
the space covered by the ball the more 
effective it becomes. 
But the space 
covered should not be over tbe open- 
ing, but to one side of^he canal, push- 
ing its walls together and causing them 
to unite, otherwise, the opening would 
be enlarged. 


"4th. 
Without any exception, all the 
trusses heretofore have pressed upon 
the back. This they cannot do without 
injuring the sacral (spinal) nerves, and 
frequently paralysis resulis therefrom. 


"5 th. 
The cushioned pads inevita- 
bly cause muscular relaxation, which is 
a very great defect. 


"6th. 
All other umbilical trusses 
crowd down the bowels, they procuring 
their retentive power by encircling the 
waist, while ours act from below. 


"7 th. Their friction and liability to 
displacement complete the category of 
our complaints against them. 


"I have not borne thus hard upon 
trusses, 
their inventors 
and manu 
facturera, through any feeling of rivalry 
but because the defects I have pointed 
out do exist and have caused an im- 
mense amount of human suffering, and 
it seems strange that the profession 
should have left the inventing of proper 
Hernial apparatus so much to me- 
chanics who possess no knowledge of 
physiology, or to charlatans, who, tak 
ing a piece of hoop iron, construct s 
truss, and adding some copper and zinc 
plates, cry "electric trues," "Eureka," 
and offers it to the public, not only to

"A properly constructed appliance 
will lift the bowels' weight from off the 
ioternal ring, close it by the slightest 
presBura, and thus retain the intestine 
in its proper cavity.

"You mean to say rupture is cura- 
ble?' we asked. 


"Certainly,' replied the Doctor, "the 
natural tendency of the rings is to con- 
tract. 
When the internal one with the 
intestine through it does so, strangula- 
tion and death ensue.

tine held in its proper cavity, a cure is 
the result. 
Rupture is a slippery, dan- 
gerous thing, and counts its victims hy 
the thousands. 
It is a pity that inven- 
tors of trusses are not physicians as 
well as mechanic!, for then the mortal- 
ity from this cause would be stopped." 


"Provided they were good physi- 
cians," we suggested. 


"Provided they were common senee 
ones," amended the Doctor.
